: Te, WE "of Ublius Virgilius Maro was the firſt 
3 AS that gave eminence to the Family of 
b d pb. the Virgilii; His Father, by the mar- 
|. #.0Þ \riage of the Daughter of Magus (a 
an Stranger) named Maia, and the 
"' Stewardſhip of her Pather's eſtate , 
improv'd his own to the purchaſe of ſome Land , and alittle 
Stock, at Andes , a little Hamlet , near Mantua. T hey 
had three Sons , Publius the eldeſt , born the fifteenth of 
October, in the (,onſulſhip of Lucius Pompeius Magnus, 
and Marcus Licinius Craflus, the 683 year from the 
building of Rome. 

T he precedent Night his Mother dream'd ſhe brought 
forth a ſprig of Laurel, which being ſet in the Ground, im- 
mediatly ſhot up intoa Tree; the next day , being upon a 
Fourney, ſhe was unexpeRedly deliver d,and a Poplar bough, 
which at that time they planted, grew up with ſuch incredible 
ſpeed.that it overlook'd the growth of many Trees long before 
it in time, This afterwards was conſecrated and known by 
the name of Virgil's Tree, to which Women with Child, 
encourag d by the good fortune of his Mother, made Vows. 

At Cremona he paſs'd the firſt part of his life , being 
thirteen years old, from the building of the City 696. at

which time (the ſame happen'd to be (,onſuls who were at his 
birth) he went to Miillain , where he took his firſt Studies , 
thence to Naples , where he improv'd himſelf in all kind of 
Learning , which perhaps his Modeſty might have conceal d 
from the World, if not awaken d by this occaſion. 

In that diſtribution of Lands which was made after the 
Battel at Philippi , by Auguſtus, to reward his Souldiers , 
Virgil was diſſeiz'd of his Inheritance ; Hereupon he went 
to Rome, and, to prepare his way into the Emperour's know- 
ledge, affix'd this Diſtich upon the Court-Gate. 

Notte pluit tota, redeunt ſpectacula mane : 

Diviſum Impertum cum Fove Cxſar habet, 

All Night it rains, the Shews return next day : 

Thus Jove and Czfar ſhare in equal ſway. 

The Author of theſe Verſes (with which Auguſtus was 
much pleas d)) being ſought for , Bathyllus , an inferiour 
Poet of that time , preſented himſelf , and intercepted the 
Honours and Rewards of Virgil; who in vindication of 
himſelf, to the ſame Diflich annex'd four times 
Sic yos non vobis, &c. 

Bathyllus unable, at the (ommand of Auguſtus to, ſupply 
theſe Hemiſtichs, Virgil thus perform'd it. 

Hos ego verſiculos feci , tulit alter honores : 

Sic vos non vobis vellera fertis oves, 

Sic vos non vyobis nidificatis aves, 

| Sic vos nog vobis mellificatis apes, 
| Sic vos non vobhis fertis aratra boves, 
Twas I the Verſes made, the Praiſe another had : 

So.y0u not for your ſelves Sheep Fleeces yield , 

So you not for your ſefves Birds Harbours build, 

So you not for your ſefves Bees Honey yield , 

So you not for your ſelves Steers plow the Field. 

By this means he was taken notice of by the Emperaur, into 
whoſe favour , through the ſolicitations of Pollio and Me- 


caenas,

coenas, he was ſo far receiv'd , that he obtain'd a Grant of 
the recovery of his own Eſtate: but unſucceſsfully ; for re- 
turning home to take Poſſeſsion , Aries, a(enturion, to 
whoſe lot it fell , was ſo much incens'd, that, to avoyd his 
violence, he was forcd to ſwim a River , to which he is 
ſaid to allude, Eclog. 3. 

T hus neceſsitated toa ſecond Fourney to Rome , he was 
by the Emperour re-inſlated in his Lands ; whereupon to 
expreſs his gratitude to Polio, he compos'd his Eclogues; 
at the inſtance of Mecoenas , his Georgicks ; and at the 
Command of Auguſtus, his Aneids ; a Work much fam'd 
in its Infancie, as appears by this of Propertius. 

Cedite Romani ſcriptores, cedite Graii : 

Neſcio quid majus naſcitur Iliade. 

Roman and Grecian Writers, all give place; 

Something is born, the Iliads doth ſurpaſs. 

At Rome he ſpent the greateſt part of his time , having a 
competent Eftate,and a Houſe in the Eſquiliz,near the Gar- 
dens of Mecoenas ; ſometimes retiring into Campania and 
Sicilite, He was every year abundantly belpfull to kis 
Parents, who dyed not till he came to perfect age. Aﬀected by 
all other Poets of that time, Tucca, Varus, Horace, Gal- 
lus, and Propertius, to whom, as to all Scholars, his Library 
was alwaies open; honour d by the common'People,who hearing 
p his Verſes recited in the Theater, all roſe up and reverenc'd 
him (accidentally preſent) no leſs, ſaith Tacitus, than the 
Emperour himſelf ; and by Auguſtus ſo much favour , 
that he is ſaid to have admitted him to his moſt private 
Counſels , and continued this intimacy to him by many Let- 
ters. Pedianus affirms, that he was affable, a great Lover 
of Good and Learned Men ; fo far from Enyy , that be 
rejoyc'd in any excellent Speech or Aion of another , as 
much , as if it were his own; never diſprais'd any, ever

prais'd thoſe that deſervd it ; and was of ſuch winning 
candour, that none could forbear to love him. 

In the year 734. from the building of the City , the 52. of 
his age, he left Rome , with deſign to go into Grecia , and 
Aſia, there to compleat his ZEneids , and ſpend the re- 
mainder of his daies : but meeting Auguſtus at Athens , 
on his return out of the Eaſt, he alter'd that reſolution ; and 
coming back , fell fick at Megara, dyed at Brunduſium, - _ 
Sept, 22. His Bones (as he defir d) buried at Naples, by 2 
the care of Auguſtus, and Mecoenas, made his Heirs by 
Teftament. His ©Orn ſupported by nine Pillars, over which 
this Diflich was engraven.

T he Remains of this Monument are at this day crown'd 
with a Laurel , which (as they ſay) grows there of it ſelf , 
as the tribute of Nature due to his Immortal Art.

Thoſe conſiſting of Shepherds were 
called Poimenica,of Goatherds Ai- 
polia, of Swineherds Subotia, of 
Neatherds Bxcolica : Which laſt, 
Scaliger terms the Nobleſt Species 
of Paſtorals; whoſe Original fee 
in the Scholiaſt of Theocrit xs, Ser- 
vits, Probus, Sabinzus and Nannins. 

(2) The word fignifies Selettton - 
For the firſt Authors of theſe kinde 
of Poems ( which commonly were 
no other than undigeſted Rhapſodtes) 
dilreliſhing many times the rude- 
neſs of their unpoliſh'd compolures, 
us'd upon ſecond thoughts to ſele 
from the groſs heap ſome choice 
and more ſtudied Peeces, which for 
that reaſon they call'd Eclogs, Sea» 
lig.l.1.

(3) Amongſt thoſe who took part 
with the Conſpirators and Murther« 
ers of Cziar, was the City of Cre- 
mona, wh:ch Auguſtus, becomming 
abſolute Viftor at the Battel of Phi- 
lippi, aſſigned (with the Lands ad- 
jacent ) to his Soldiers, at once to 
reward them , and puniſh the Inhabi- 
rants : But Cremona not being wide 
enonghto [atisfie the greedy Seld:- 
er, Mantua, the next Town,was ag- 
ded ta enlarge the Aſſignment, V1;- 
oil #por this eccaſion, among #? other 
CMantuans, ejetted out of his Inhe- 
ritance, went to Rome fer Redreſs, 
where,by Mecaenas andothers recome 
merded to Avguſtus, he obreir'd (o 
great a ſhare in his favour, that he 
was not only re=inſtated in his Lanas, 
but receiv'd ſo many Gifts aid 
Rewards, as far exceeded them 1 
value; This occaſion, to which the 
World is ind:bted for all theſe Poe 
ems, is particulerly the ſubjeft of 
this,

Pli- 
ny ( 1.18.c.17.)tells us of an Herb, 
the name of which is unknown, 
Which being buried in four corners 
of the field, is of yertue to drive a- 
way Stares, Sparrows, and uch kind 
of Birds. Thirdiy, Succory or Endif 
js for two reaſons hurtfull to the 
Corn, ( as Twrnebxs notes ) firlt by 
the ſpreading of irs Roots, which 
drain the Juice of the Earth, and 
defraud the Corn ; next, as being a 
oreat inviter of Geeſe, who ex- 


cremely affe& this Herb. Fourthly, Shade in general is deſtruQive to Cornz And Pliny reckons it the chicfeſt knowledge of a Fax- 
mer to underſtand what Plants receive either nouriſhment or decriment from ſhade. Some Planrs thrive more in the Shade than 
Sun, as Strawberries, and Bays ; And the ſhades of ſome Trees are more hurtfull than others, as that of VVallaur-trees, Pines, Firs. 
and Juniper ; by Pliny accounted deadly ; to which our Author thus alludes in the laſt Eclog, 
Surgammus, ſolet eſſe gravis Cantantibus umbra :

And for 
this reaſon, on one ſide of his Money was tmprinted a Hatchet, on the other the face of a Man and of a Woman ariſing out of one Neck, 
From hence it is [aid of Severe Altions, to be cut with a Tenedian Hatchet : Hitherto Heraclid-s., By which A we lee the Iſland 
was famous even toa Proverb ; and perhaps had its name from this King , whom for it they Deified, as ſeems to be imply'd by (7- 
cero , lib.

Siculus King of Spain, Son of Atlas, 
his father going thegce and ſhortly 
after dying , ſucceeded him in the 
Kingdoms; came into Italy, aſwell ro 
ee the Kingdom where his father 
died, as to keep together the remain- 
der of his fathers Army , and to vye- 
concile the differerces of Jaſius and 
Dardanus, who ſtrove for the poſſeſ- 
fron of Hetturia after rhe death of 
Coritns; Jafins wwo had the firoxrger 
Title and the weaker eArm, havino 
ſolicited him by letters, Ariving 
there, he wrought Dardanus, who had 
a ffrong eArmy of the Aborigines, to 
lay down his Arms, and commit Hime 
ſelf to his U{ncles power ( for EleQra 
was the danohter of Atlantis, iter to 
Siculus, mother of Jaſtus © Darxdanvs, 
& wife to Coritus King of the Hetru- 
{ci ) truſting in his own 1znccency and 
the equity of Siculus, by whoſe autho- 
rity a League was made betwixt the 
Brothers, which Dardanus broke 
by killing Jafius. Siculus to revenge 
this injury overthrowes Dardanus in 
a great Battail, and drives him into 
Samothraciaz whence paſſing the Hel- 
leſpont he built Tlium in Aſia. The 
Kingdom of Italy was deliver'd to 
Coribantus the Sox of Jafius. 

{ ») A Townin Hetruria,lo nam'd 
either from Coritus the father of 
Dardanus, or according to Servinus 
Dantelis from the Greck word fig- 
nifying a Helmet. Dardangs being

Pygmalion , the eleventh King of 
Tyre from Hiram, mttrther'd Si- 
chzus, the Hmband of bs Sifter 
Eliſa or Dido, to be Maſter of bis 
Wealth ; which Dido privately ſhipt 
away , and _ with [ome Friends 
into Africk : There ſhe purchas'd a 
piece of Ground of Tarbas Kin Fi 
the Mauruſii, and built a Town x. 
firſt they call'd Byria (that was the 
name of the Fort ) afterwards Car- 
_ That Voyage of Dido was 
made in the 75 year of Pygmalion , 
as Joſephus teſtifies from the Kecords 
of :he Phenicians. Carthage « /a:4 
to be built in the 144 year after the 
Temple WAS begun, which is the 316 
year after the deſtruftion of Troy, and 
the 86g before Chriſt; Therefore Dido 
liv'd almoſt 300 years after Aneas. 
For although Carthage, according to 
ſome of the Antients , was built be- 
fore the deſiruttion of Troy, yet they 
did not take Dido, the Siſter of Pyg- 
malion, to be the Foundreſs thereof : 
Yet becauſe generally believ'd to be 
ſo, Virgil aſperſeth in ber , obliquely 
Carthage it ſelf, an emulous trowble« 
ſore Enemy tothe Romans.

ZEneas ſtraight, all thoſe would exerciſe 
The nimble Shaft, invites, and plac'd the Prize; 
Then from Sereſtus Ship, with a great I roop, 
Afſtatly Maſt he brings, and ſets itup ; 
And on the Top, a Pigeon by the Foot 
Ties with a Cord, atwhich they were to ſhoot; 
All met, a brazen Helm receivs the Lot: 
Firſt place,with joytull ſhouts, Hippocoon got ; 
Next Myneſteus for his Naval Vi&torie crownd 
With Olive W reaths; third place Eurytion found , 
Thy Brother, noble Pandarus, who firſt 
Amongſt the Greeks, provok'd by Pallas,durſt 
To* break oft hopd-for Peace,hus Javiincaſt; 
Aceſtes from the bottom drew the laſt, 
And, bold, in youthfull Games will yet contend. 
Then with great ſtrength their mightie Bows they 
And from their Quivers each his Arrow drew;(bend 
Firſt, from Hippocoon's ſounding bowſtring flew 
Hisnimble Shaft, and through the cleer air paſt, 
Untill it fix'd in the oppoſed Maſt. WINgs, 
The tall Firre ſhakes, the ſcar'd Dove ſhook her 


And every part with loud applauſes rings. 


After bold Mneſteus ſtood, and took his aim, 
His Eye exactly with the Arrow came ; 
Though he was notſo happy, with the ſhot 
Tohitthe Pigeon, yet he broke the knot 
W hich ti'd her feetto the high Maſt: ſhe flies;

And at the Word draw in again, and bear , 
Each,in well-order'd Ranks, a cruel Spear : 
They march, and counter-march, and to their place 
Return, obſerving equal-diſtant ſpace ; 
Rings they in Rings infold, in ſeveral Forms , 
And, as in Battel, bravely uſe their Arms ; 
And now they fly, now fiercely turn their Lance ; 
Now, Peace being made, together they advance. 

As in high Crete the ” Labyrinth of old * 
Had thouſand waies, where Walls did Walls infold , 
W hich did no ſign unto the Wanderer leave, 
But with perpetual Errour did deceive: 
So they in Mazes wheel, wide, long, and ſhort , 
Mixing Retreats, and gallant Fights, with Sport. 
As Dolphins, who the ſwelling Waves divide 
In Libyan Seas, and wanton with the T ide. 
Aſcanius, when long Alba he did frame , 
Did firſt renew theſe Cuſtomes, and this Game, 
And taught thold Latines this to celebrate : 
What he and Trojan Youth did, th Alban ſtate 
Their Off-ſpring ſhew'd, and greateſt Rome from thence 
Receiv'd, and kept thoſe Honours ever ſince; 
The Sports call'd Troy, the Boyes now T rojan Knights : 
Thus he perform'd his Father's annual Rites. 

Here firſt inconſtant Fortune chang'd her Face. 
W hil't they the Tomb with various Objects grace , 
Funo ſent Iris to the Than Fleet, 
Born on the Winds, her old Diſpleaſure yet 
Unſatisf'd; unſeen the Virgin flyes 
Through the great Bow, which thouſand Colours dyes. 
She a great Concourle ſaw, and did ſurvey 
The Port and Fleet, as they neglected lay. 

But Trojan Dames far off, and all* alone , 


With plenteous Tears, Anchiſes loſs bemoan ;

Thus ſaying, ſhe fiercely ſnatch'd a flaming Brand , 
And brandiſh'd, blazing in her ſtrong right hand, 
Then caſts it forth; the Women this inflames , 
And fils with Cruelty the [an Dames.

Thus cryes aloud ; I his is not Beroe, this 
Not Dorycles Wite, here Divine Beauty is : 
Mark her bright Eyes, her odorous Hair, and Face A 
Her Heavenly Voyce, and her ! Majeſtick pace. 
I now left Beroe ſick, much griev d that ſhe 
Onely, at ſuch great Rites, ſhould abſent be, 
Nor could due Offerings to Anchiſes pay. 

Thus much ſhe ſaid, 

But they with cruel Eyes the Fleet ſurvey , 
Doubttull betwixt dire love of preſent Lands, 
And Realms invited to by Fates commands. 


Then with ſpread Wings to Heaven the Goddeſs glides 


And the great Bow beneath the Clouds divides. 
But they diſtracted,with ſtrange Fury, cry ;

Snatching thoſe Fire-brands which on th'Altars lye ; 
Some ranſack private Hearths, and raging, throw 
Leaves, Branches, Boughs, and blazing Torches too; 
Now looſe-reign'd ” Vulcan charging every where , 
Through Banks, through Oars,and Sterns of painted Fir. 
When with ſad Tidings Eumulus did come 
To the Spetators, at Anchiſes Tomb , 
Crying the Fleet's a-fire, and they could ſpy 
Bright Sparks, in curled Clouds, aſcend the Sky, 
Out firſt of all Aſcanius boldly went, 
As when he led them to the Monument , 
So to the wofull Camp he made his way , 
Nor could his frighted Tutors force his ſtay. 
W hat means this wondrous Fury ? out he cryes, 
Ah hapleſs People ! here's no Enemies , 
No (Grecian Fleet, but your own Hopes you burn ; 
Behold your dear A/canius, and return ; 
And down before them his bright Helmet caſt, 


Which him in Martial Exerciſes grac'd. 
AE neas 
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/Eneas gathers up the Trojan Bands : 
But they, ſurpriz'd with Fear, through all the Strands, 
To ſheltring Groves, and gloomie Caverns, run , 
And, their Crime loathing, dare not ſee the Sun. 
At laſt their Friends they knew, and diſpoſleſt , 
Diſtemper'd Funo leaves their troubled Breaſt. 
But not the cruel Fires could be aſlwag'd , 
Far more their un-oppoſed Fury ragd ; 
Tow, ſmothering lives under the ſappie Oke, 
And the fir'd Veſſels vomit gloomie Smoke. 
The cruel Plague ſeiz'd the whole Fleet at length , 
Gainſt Kivers power, and all che Heroes ſtrength. 
Pious /Eneas then his Garments rends , 
And to the Gods for Aid his Hands extends, 

Great Fove look down, if all the T rojans be 
Not in thy hate, it antient Piety 
Humane Afairs regards; theſe Flames deſtroy ; 
O Father, ſave the poor remains of T roy; 
Or. if deſerv'd, with Thunder ftrike me dead , 
And flaming Vengeance dart upon my Head. 
Scarce ſaid, when ſuddenly a hideous Shower 
From broken Clouds did with ſtrange Fury pour ; 
The Battlements, and Baſis of the World , 


Loud Thunder ſhakes, from all Heavens quarters hurl'd, 


With roaring Wind, fell Deluges of Rain , 

Which fill the Ships, burnt Oke grows moyſt again , 
Lntill the Flames were quench'd, and all but four 
Eſcape Deſtruction, by a laving Shower. 

But Prince /#neas, by this Chance difmayd , 

Now here, now there, his urgent Cares perſwade; 
Whether he ſhould, forgetting Fates Commands , 
Plant Sicily, or take Italian Lands. 

Then ſpake old * Nantes, one whom Pallas had, 


For Noble Arts and Virtue, Famous made;

Both the great wrath of Gods we muſt endure , 
And what the Deſtinies Decrees procure. 

Thus comforting Afneas, he begun; 

W hat Fate forbids, or bids, great Goddeſs Son, 
With patience let's obey ; whatever chance, 
All Fortunes conquer are by ſufferance. 

Trojan Aceſtes, of a Race Divine , 

Unto thy Counſels an affociate joyn ; 

Let him receive thy loſt Ships companies , 

And thole now tir d with thy great Enterpriſe, 
The weary Matrons, and Old Men ſelec, 

The weak, and thoſe whom Dangers do deject; 
Here let them plant, and here a City frame , 
And let them give toit ” eAceſtes name. 

He from his old Friends words did comfort find ; 
Yet many Cares did ſtill perplex his mind. 

When Night's black Chariot had poſleſs'd the Pole, 
From Heaven he did behold e Anch1iſes Soul 
Deſcending, which to him 1n theſe words ſaid. 
Dear Son, more dear than Lite, whil'it Lite I had ; 

Dear Son, buſied in Trojan Fates, I came 

Hither by Fove's command, who trom the Flame 
Preſerv'd thy Ships, and pitied from the Skyes : 
Doe as old \ antes lately did advile ; 

To Italy choyce Men, and Valiant, bear ; 

Fora fierce People, us'd to War, are there. 

But firſt to Pluto's diſmal Courts repair , 

And dark Ayernus, where my Dwellings are. 

I am not with ſad Shades of impious Hell , 
But with the Bleſt, in glad Eh/uum, dwell ; 
Hither ſhall * chaſt Sibyllathee convey , | 
Opening, with ſlaughter of black Sheep, the way : 
W hat Seats to thee are given, then TIletell, 


And all thy Ofi-ſpring ſhew ; but now farewell. 


Down 
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Down from her Vertick point the moyſt Night ſpeeds, 


And me the Sun drives hence with panting Steeds. 


Thus having ſaid, like Smoke through Cryſtal Skyes, 


He vaniſh'd thence, when thus AEneas cryes : 


Whom fly'it thou? whither goeſt thou? to what place ? 


Or who thus drives thee from our dear imbrace ? 
This ſaid, he th'Aſhes ſtirs, and coverd Fire, 
And Troy's Lar worſhips in 7 old Yeſta's Quire , 
Offering full Bowls, and conſecrated Bread : 
Then calls Aceſtes, and his Friends, from Bed, 
Fove's will, and his dear Father's he declares, 
And his Reſolves in carrying his Afairs; 
Which at the firſt the good Aceſles grants. 
There, Women, he, and willing People, plants, 
Poor Spirits, not affecting Noble Fame ; 


The reſt, their Banks and Oars conſum'd with Flame , 


And Tackle, mend, though few their numbers, yet 
They all were Perſons for bold Actions fit. 

Mean while /EZneas * plows their City Walls, 
And Seats alots ; this T roy, that Ilium, calls : 
Aceſtes joys in his new Realms, and draws 
Their Forum out, gives Conſcript Fathers Laws. 
On lofty Eryx Shoulders then he rears 
Idalian Venus Temple to the Stars ; 

And to Anchiſes Tomb a* Prieſt did grant , 
Then round about a ſacred Grove did plant. 
The Nation now nine Dayes a Feaſt had made, 
Whil'& ample Offerings did the Altars lade ; 


When gentle Winds had ſmooth'd the rugged Main , 


And whiſpering Gales invite to Sea again ; 
Along the trending Shores a Cry they raile , 
And in imbraces ſpend whole Nights and Dayes ; 
Thoſe Women now, to whom before the Sea 
Seem'd rough, nor could endure the Deity ,

But mean time Venus, with great Cares oppreſt , 
Thus ſpake to Neptune from her troubled Breaſt. 
Funo's inſatiate Spleen enforceth me 
Thus to deſcend with all requeſts to thee : 

Her, neither Time, nor Piety can move, 

Nor Fates can quiet, nor commanding Fove. 

Tis not enough that her inveterate hate 

O'rethrew the Glory of the Þ hrygian State , 
Torturing their poor remains ; but Bones and Duſt

W hil thus he pray'd, Day put the Stars co flight,

Of order firſt he bids take ſpecial care, 

Then for the Fight couragiouſly prepare: 

And now his Dardan City he beheld, 

Then from the Stern he ſhews his glittering Shield ; 
At which a Trojan ſhout ſurmounts the Stars , 
And Hope thus added, more their Fury ſpurs, 
Then thick they Iavelins caſt: Cranes, not ſo loud 
Extend their V oyces from a gloomy Cloud, 
When they with Clamour cut the yielding Skye, 
And froma threatned Tempeſt ſounding fly. 

But the Rutilian King, and all the bold 

Auſonian Chiefs with wonder did behold , 

Till they to Shore ſaw the tall Navy ſtood, 

And winged Veſlels hide the ample Flood. 

For his” Creſt burns, Flames from his Plumes aſpire; 
His golden Shield reflecting beams of fire. 

As in moyſt Night a blazing Comet ſtreams 
With bloody Omens, and hot Sirius beams 

Hang 
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Hang Heaven in Black, by which ſad influence nurs'd, 
Comes on poor Mortals / Sicknefſes and Thirſt. 

But nothing daunts bold Turnus confidence 
To march to Shore, and drive th' Adventurers thence; 


And thus with words did ſleeping Valour rouſe.

This ſaid, he caſts what Forces to draw down , 
And whom to leave 'gainſt the beleaguer'd Town. 
Mean while /AEneas from the lofty Stern 

Plants Bridges for his Souldiers ; ſome diſcern 
How ebbing Waves retreated from the Shores, 
Then leap to Land ; but others truſt their Oars. 
Tarchon ſuppoſing he deep Coaſts had found , 
Becauſe no murmuring Billows there reſound , 
But a calm Water with a ſwelling Tide, 

In thither turns, and to his Men thus cry'd ;

uam inbens ; which in this ſpeech 
of Pallas is judiciouſly obſery'd by 
eur Author, 


Faſt to the bleeding Wound the lavelin clung , 
And his dead hand down from his ſhoulder hung. 

Froni's Brother's body NCumitor a Lance 
Draws forth, and towards A#Eneas did advance: 

But him it muſt not wound, the Spear paſt by, 
And fix'd it ſelf in great eMchates Thigh. 

Here youthfull Lawſus up a Squadron brings, 

And at bold Dryopes a Iavelin flings ; 

Under his Chin, in's Throat, faſt tuck the Lance : 
Bereaving him of Speech and Life at once ; 

Down on his Face he tumbles on the Earth : 

And a deep Sea of Purple vomits forth. 

Three Thracians next, of * Boreas high deſcent , 
And three of 14's Sons from * Iſmar ſent, | 
By ſeveral wates he flew ; Hales brings on 
” @Auruncian Bands ; Ml eſſapus, Ne eptune's Son, 
Chargd with his Horſe;now theſe got ground,now they: 
They fought in th'entrance of Auſonia, 

So warring Winds in Heay'ns vaſt Fields engage , 
Alike their Forces, and alike their Rage ; 

Storms louder grow, nor Clouds nor Waves retire ; 
The more they Fight, the greater is their Ire: 

So came the Trojans, and the Latins on, 

Set Foot to Foot, and cloſe up Man to Man. 

But on the other ſide, where Streams had born 
Down rowling Stones,and Shrubs from Banks had torn: 
Pallas beheld thi * Arcadian Horſe, unskilld ; 
To fight on Foot, to ſhrink, and leave the Field, 
Whom diſadvantage of the Ground compels 
To quit their Horſe, having no ſuccour elſe ; 

Now with Requeſts, now with upbraiding words, 
Thus Virtue he inflames, and whets their Swords. 

W here fly you ? by your valiant Facts, and Fame,

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And my hope, Sirs, which for the honour Rands
